Atlantic  Ocean,  sonth  and  neet  bj  Maryland. 

Driaware  la  the  smalleet  State  In  the  Union,  with  the  exception  of  Rhode  Island,  belnf 
tut  X  mllea  long,  and  ranging  from  3S  to  39  miles  In  width. 

The  average  deration  of  Delaware  la  lower  than  that  of  any  State  in  the  Union, 
being  Mily  60  feet  above  sea  level,  according  to  the  United  Btatee  Qeological  Survey, 
althonfth  Its  hlgheat  point  at  OeiiC<>rvllle,  In  New  Camie  Connty.  is  440  feet  above  sea  level, 
or  higher  than  the  highest  p(dnt8  In  Florida,  LonlBlana,  or  the  District  of  Colnmbla. 

Was  settled  by  the  Swedes  In  1637,  who  sabsequently  Kave  the  Colony  the  name  of 
Hew  Sweden.  In  1666  It  passed  Into  the  hands  of  the  Dutch,  and  in  1664  Into  the  pos- 
session of  England.  In  1682  the  Colony  was  granted  to  William  Penn,  and  In  1685 
annexed  to  Pennsylvania.  In  1706  It  resumed  Its  former  condition,  and  in  1766  was  given 
tux  Independent  consdtutloa,  which  was  amended  in  1831.    Admitted  to  the  Union  1787. 

Delaware  was  the  first  State  to  ratify  Uie  American  ConsUtntion,  and  althoogh  a 
slave-holding  State,  did  not  secede  from  the  Union  during  the  Civil  War. 

There  are  bnt  three  conntles  in  Delaware. 

It  Is  well  served  with  rallroadg  and  has  splendid  water  facilities. 

Its  principal  manufacturing  Industries  are  clay,  brick  and  terra-cotta  products, 
shipbuilding,  street  and  railroad  cars,  high  explosives  and  Its  by-prodncts,  bridge  con> 
stmction  woife,  etc.  The  manufacture  of  pumping  and  mining  apparatus,  paper  making 
and  leather  goods,  especially  morocco  and  glazed  kid,  rank  high  In  the  State,  and  In  the 
manufacture  of  the  latter  product  Delaware  ranks  second  In  the  United  States.  Since 
1802,  Delaware  has  fomifihed  the  Government  with  the  major  portion  of  Its  powder 
requirements  for  both  peace  and  war.  During  tbe  World  War,  the  latest  powder 
plant  in  the  world  was  operated  In  Delaware.  Many  of  her  smaller  plants  are  now 
b^ing  converted  Into  other  Industrial  uses. 

Delaware  holds  hlgii  rank  In  agriculture,  considering  Its  sliw,  especially  aa  to  peaches 
and  small  berries,  there  being  over  10,000  carloads  of  the  former  shipped  out  of  the  Stats 
yeariy,  besides  those  consumed  In  canneries  and  evaporated  products.

Delaware,  climatically  speaking,  is  situated  in  what  is  known  as  the  Ckwstal  Plain, 
of  the  Middle  Atlantic  slope,  whidi  is  a  continuous  belt  of  coast  land  beginning  in  New 
Jersey  and  extending  southward,  constantly  widening  until  it  finds  its  greatest  width, 
something  like  100  miles. 

The  range  of  average  monthly  temperature  of  the  section  is  small  and  varies  con- 
stantly, being  greatest  during  the  winter  and  least  during  the  summer  months.  The 
geographical  position  of  tills  section  is  favorable  for  a  constant  and  plentiful  supply  of 
moisture  for  all  purposes. 

The  Frost-Free  Season  averages  170-190  days  for  the  State. 

Snowfalls  are  light  and  only  average  17.8  inches  per  annum.

In  addition  to  the  State-Aid  noted  on  preceeding  page,  Delaware  partidpates  in  the 
Fedeial-Aid  system,  and  during  the  five  years  since  the  passage  of  the  later  act,  up  to 
1921,  will  have  received  approximately  $446,000. 

The  Revenue  for  Road  Funds  in  Delaware  comes  from  two  sources:  (1)  Automobile 
receipts,  including  fees  for  registration  of  vehicles  and  fees  for  licenses  of  drivers;  (2) 
income  tax  revenue  over  $250,000.

CORPORATIONS— (DeUware) 

GRie  Gorporation  Tax  in  Delaware  covers  a  large  variety  of  fees  for  the  filing  of 
certificates  and  other  papers.  For  the  certificate  of  incorporation  there  must  be  paid 
10  cents  for  each  $1,000  of  the  capital  stock  authorized,  with  a  minimum  charge  of  $5. 
The  same  rate  applies  on  certificates  to  increase  the  capital  stock,  or  for  mergers,  etc., 
with  a  minimum  of  not  less  than  $20. 

A  fee  of  $10  must  be  paid  for  filing  certifitaites  of  dissolution,  change  of  name,  etc ; 
$5  for  certifying  change  of  location ;  $20  for  certifying  renewal ;  all  other  certificates  at 
$6.  There  are  fees  from  $2  up  for  copying,  filing,  indexing,  etc.  An  annual  franchise 
tax,  effective  1899,  is  paid  by  companies  if  less  than  50  per  cent  of  their  capital  stock  is 
invested  in  business  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Delaware.  The  rate  is  based  on  the 
amount  of  authorised  capital,  with  special  provision  for  special  types  of  corporations.

TRADES  AND  INDUSTRIES 

(Latest  reports  available.) 

In  1914  Delaware  ranked  forty-second  among  the  States  in  yalue  of  manufactured 
product,  and  thirty-eighth  in  the  average  number  of  wage-earners  employed  in  her 
industries. 

The  total  value  of  Delaware's  manufactured  products,  in  1914.  was  $55,069,620. 
The  average  number  of  wage-earners  employed,  22,155. 

There  were  805  manufacturing  establishments,  with  total  capital  invested  of 
$69,323,927.  The  amount  of  money  paid  to  wage-earners  was  $11,382,160.  Offldal's 
salaries,  clerks,  et  al.,  amounted  to  $3,390,568.  For  the  five  years  ending  1914,  invested 
capital  increased  in  Delaware  13.8  per  cent.;  wage-earners,  4.3  per  cent;  wages,  10.6 
per  cent:  value  of  products,  6.0  per  cent,  and  value  added  through  process  of  manu- 
facture, 11.3  per  cent  The  latter  dassiflcation  in  an  industry  is  the  best  measure  of  the 
net  wealth  created  by  manufacturing  operations  and.  in  this  case,  from  1890  to  1004, 
Delaware  showed  a  decrease  of  1.0  per  cent,  but  for  the  other  two  5-year  periods,  1004 
to  1000,  34.6,  and  1000  to  1014.  11.3  per  cent  increase,  respectively. 

The  largest  industry  in  Delaware  is  that  of  leather  tanning,  currying  and  finishing, 
in  which  she  ranks  first,  if  measured  by  value  of  product  This  industry  represents  16.4 
per  cent  of  the  total  manufacturing  of  the  State,  there  being  20  establishments  engaged 
in  this  line,  employing  2,606  workers,  with  products  valued  at  ^4-33,205.  Increase  in 
valuation  over  raw  material,  $2,700,151. 

Foundry  and  machine-shop  products  take  second  place,  ranking  first  in  the  number 
of  wage-earners  employed,  having  11.4  per  cent  of  the  total  wage-earners  in  all  indus- 
tries in  the  State.  There  are  30  establishments,  with  2,220  wage-earners,  with  products 
valued  at  $5,756,418.

The  total  assets  of  the  seven  firms  involved  was  |7,800.  In  1918  there  were  seventeen 
failures,  with  total  UabiUties  of  $195,065,  and  assets  of  $51,023. 

For  the  first  nine  months  of  1920  there  were  four  Manufacturing  failures,  thirteen 
Trading,  and  two  other  commercial  failures,  with  total  liabilities  of  $210,792,  and  assets 
of  $82,729.

TRADING  PERIODS 

(Trading  Periods  of  Farmers  in  Delaware,  Classified  by  Months  and  Commodity.) 

The  purchasing  periods,  by  farmers,  is  infiuenced  considerably  by  the  Frost-Free 
season  and  the  KiUing-Frost  season.  During  the  Frost-Fi^  seascm  the  purchase  of  such 
commodities  as  automobiles  and  farm  implements  show  the  largest  percentage. 

Boot  and  shoe  purchases  increase  during  June,  July,  September,  October  and  Novem- 
ber.   Clothing  purchases  are  largest  in  November  and  December. 

Groceries  remain  at  practically  the  same  ratio  throughout  the  year,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  January  and  February,  when  they  reach  their  lowest  ebb. 

The  purchase  of  musical  instruments,  etc.,  is  highest  during  the  months  of  October, 
November  and  December. 

General  stores  do  the  largest  amount  of  their  purchasing  during  the  last  five  months 
of  the  year;  the  smallest  in  January  and  February. 

Hardware  reaches  its  highest  trading  point  during  the  months  of  May,  June,  July 
and  December. 

The  highest  general  average  of  trading  for  all  classes  of  merchandise  are  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year,  this  is  particularly  true  of  mail  order  business,  December 
being  the  largest,  with  the  exception  of  farm  implements. 

TRANSPORTATION  FACILITIES 

(Reported  by  the  Wilmington  (Chamber  of  Ck>mmerce.) 

There  are  three  great  trunk  lines  in  Delaware — ^the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  the  Pennsyl- 
vania and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  systems.  In  addition,  there  is  steamer  service 
between  Wilmington,  Chester  and  Philadelphia. 

Supplementary  to  the  three  trunk  lines,  there  are  the  Delaware  Railroad,  the  Mary- 
land, Delaware  and  Virginia,  and  the  Delaware,  Maryland  &  Virginia;  Wilmington  and 
Northern,  and  the  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Wilmington. 

In  1917  there  were  reported  335.32  miles  of  railroads,  according  to  Poor's  Manual, 
or  17.6  per  100  square  miles  of  territory,  and  15.56  per  10,000  inhabitants.  There  are  two 
electric  railroad  companies  in  Delaware,  operating  153  miles  of  track,  with  300  motor 
passenger  cars  and  80  other  cars. 

Assessments  against  the  real  and  personal  property  of  railroads  operating  in  Dela- 
ware in  1919  were  $89,625,000.

Wilmington  is  the  county-seat  of  New  Castle  county  and  the  largest  dty  in  the  State, 
having  49.4  of  the  entire  population.  It  is  situated  on  the  Delaware  River,  28  miles 
southwest  of  Philadelphia  and  66  miles  from  the  ocean.  The  Delaware,  at  this  point,  is 
three  miles  wide,  with  80  feet  of  water  at  mid-tide  in  its  shallowest  part,  making  a  port 
approachable  for  large  vessels. 

It  is  a  city  of  large  industries,  the  principal  of  which  are  shipbuilding,  leather 
products,  steam  and  electric  cars  and  equipment,  and  also  specializes  in  machinery, 
machine  tools  and  rubber  hose. 

The  amount  of  capital  invested  in  1914  was  $46,400,226 ;  amount  paid  to  wage-earners, 
$8,673,788.    Estimated  increase  in  1919,  80  per  cent. 

It  was  in  the  outskirts  of  Wilmington  that  Meuthere  Ir^nte  du  Pont  de  Nemours 
erected  the  first  powder-mill  in  America,  in  1802. 

About  twelve  miles  from  the  city  was  fought  the  famous  Battle  of  the  Brandywine, 
and  there  are  several  notable  landmarks,  still  standing,  immortalising  the  memory  of 
Washington  and  Lafayette. 

The  first  iron  sailing  ship  was  built  in  Wilmington,  as  well  as  the  fijrst  sea-going  iron 
steamship. 

The  first  railroad  in  the  United  States  had  its  northern  terminus  five  miles  south 
of  the  city,  at  New  Castle. 

Wilmington  possesses  a  large  number  of  fine  stores  and  has  a  large  trading  area  of 
over  twenty  miles  to  the  North  and  West,  particularly  in  Southern  New  Jersey,  with 
which  it  has  hourly  ferry  service. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  suburban  population  is  60,000  within  a  few  miles  of  the 
corporate  limits. 

Plans  are  being  made  for  vast  improvements  in  the  harbor  facilities  of  Wilmington, 
and  a  bond  issue  for  $8,000,000  for  harbor  improvements  has  been  approved.

FOREWORD 

Tbe  Diatrlct  of  Oolvmbla  and  tbe  City  of  WaBblnston  are  practically  one  and  tba 
nme.  The  District  vaa  set  aside  by  Act  of  Ctmgzeab,  Article  I,  Section  8,  of  the 
ConatltnUon,  adopted  1787,  and  ratified  by  tbe  SUtee.  as  follows: 


'CoDKreBB  shall  have  rower  to  eierclae  eicluelve  lPfi:I«I«.tlon  In  all 
whatsoever  over  «ucfi  district  (not  exotedlnK  10  mUes  square)  as 
br  cssalon  of  particular  States,  and  the  Bcceptance  ol  Congress,  ba- 
the seat  of  fcovernmptit  of  the  United   fitntes,   end   to  exercise  like 


authority  over  all  places  purchased,  by  the  conaent  of  the  legislature 
the  State  In  which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  masailnes, 
Krasnals,  dockrards,  and   other  needful  buildings." 

Uaryland,  In  1788,  and  Virginia,  In  1789,  passed  acts,  earfi  to  cede  10  miles  square 
for  the  seat  of  OoTemment  of  the  United  States.  (In  1S4G,  on  tbe  complaint  of  the 
city  of  Alexandria,,  Va.,  that  it  bad  Buffered  from  the  neglect  of  Congreu,  tbe  Tlrginla 
portion  of  Ui«  District  was  retroceded  to  that  Bute.) 

On  June  2S,  1790,  the  Senate  resolved: 

"On  the  Rtver  Potomac,  at  some  place  between  the  mouth  of  the  Gaatem 
Branch  and  ConooBchesKVe  be,  and  the  same  Is  hereby  accepted,  for  the 
vermanent  teat  of  (coveroment  of  the  United  States." 

The  bill  was  signed  by  President  WasUnstOD  on  July  IGth  the  same  year  and 
anihorlzed  the  appointment  o(  three  Commisslonera. 

President  Wasbin^on  lasned  a  proclamation  April  SO,  1791,  and  named  tbe  place 
Federal  City.  On  September  Sth,  of  tbe  same  year,  the  Commlaslonera  decided  It  abonld 
be  named  "CHty  o(  Waehtngton  In  tbe  Territory  of  Columbia."  Also  that  "the  streets 
be  oatned  alphabetically  one  way  and  numerically  the  other,  tbe  former  to  be  divided 
into  niHlli  and  south,  and  the  latter  Into  east  and  west  numbers  from  tbe  Capitol." 
This  is  tbe  present  arrangement  of  tbe  streets  of  the  City  of  Washtngton,  the  dty  being 
divided  into  four  sections,  the  Northeast  (N.  E.)i  Northwest  (N.  W.),  Southeut 
(8.  K).  and  Senthwest  (S.  W.).  Where  no  designatfoD  is  giyen,  it  is  understood  to  be 
Northwest.

Washington,  sometimes  called  the  "aty  of  Magnificent  Distances,''  is  located  in 
latitude  38  deg.  64  min.  north,  and  longitude  77  deg.  .03  min.  west.  It  lies  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Potomac  River,  39  miles  southwest  of  Baltimore.  It  occupies  a  command- 
ing natural  position,  with  elevation  ranging  from  near  sea  level  to  600  feet  above,  and 
is  the  seat  of  the  Federal  Government  of  the  United  States. 

Washington  is,  contrary  to  the  general  impression,  an  Industrial  City,  as  well  as 
Governmental.  The  manufacturing  products  in  1919,  of  privately  owned  industries 
and  not  including  Government  enterprises,  amounted  to  $67,936,000;  the  number  of 
wage-earners  was  10,677,  with  a  total  of  592  establishments.  The  total  number  en- 
gaged, including  salaried  employes  and  clerks,  was  14,309.  The  amount  of  capital 
invested  was  $62,906,000,  with  a  total  wage  and  salary  amounting  to  $19^32,000.  The 
added  value  to  cost  of  raw  material  was    $36,929,000. 

Washington  possesses  possibilities  for  National  publicity  not  enjoyed  by  any  other 
city  m  the  United  States.  Out  of  the  87  hotels  in  the  city,  there  are  twenty  which  rank 
as  first-class,  with  rates  from  $3.00  a  day  up,  and  with  accommodations  for  9,000  guests. 
They  are  generally  filled  to  capacity  daily,  thus  showing  that  there  are  at  least  9,000 
people  of  more  than  ordinary  means  who  visit  Washington  daily. 

In  addition,  it  is  estimated  that  Washington  has  a  transient  population  averaging 
76,000  people,  who  come  from  all  over  the  United  States. 

There  are  38  Embassies  and  Legations  located  in  Washington,  representing  every 
recognized  country  on  the  globe.  The  average  entourage  of  each  of  these  Eim>a8sie8 
and  Legations  is  about  20. 

In  Congress  there  are  96  Senators  and  433  RepresentativeB.  A  great  many  of 
these  bring  their  families  with  them  to  Washington  and  spend  practically  two-thirds 
of  the  year  in  the  National  Capital. 

The  latest  Civil  Service  report,  of  April  30,  1920,  gives  the  number  engaged  in 
United  States  Government  employ  as  96,237,  which  includes  all  Federal  employes.  The 
majority  of  these  workers  come  from  all  points  of  the  United  States. 

Washington  contains  more  educational  institutions  for  girls  and  young  women  than 
any  other  city  in  the  country.    This  is  due  to  the  advantages  derived  from  its  national* 

historical  and  social  surroundings.  The  average  registration  of  the  collesres,  uni- 
versities and  normal  schools,  both  men  and  women,  aggregate  more  than  7,000. 

As  there  are  few  out-of-town  papers  circulating  in  Washington  (not  over  8,000),  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  local  newspaper  field  offers  exceptional  opportunities  for  Nation- 
wide publicity. 

Adjacent  to  and  practically  surrounding  Washington  is  a  rich  agricultural  section, 
prominent  of  which  is  Montgomery  County  (Maryland),  one  of  the  richest  farming 
counties  in  the  United  States.  Prince  Georges  and  St.  Marys  counties  (also  in  Mary- 
land), with  Montgomery  County,  do  practically  their  entire  trading  in  Washington. 
Virginia,  including  the  progressive  City  of  Alexandria,  is  also  a  liberal  customer  of 

Washing'ton  stores. 

From  an  architectural  standpoint,  Washington  is  considered  one  of  the  most  beau- 
tiful cities  in  the  world.  Thiri*  is  due  to  the  Government  buildings  that  have 
been  erected  and  the  many  miles  of  asphalted  streets,  with  beautiful  shade  trees  and 
numerous  parks.  It  is  stated  that  Washington  is  the  best  shaded  city  in  the  world, 
having  12,000  more  trees  than  Paris.  .^    .     ^w

CLIMATIC  CONDITIONS 

(Report  of  United  States  Department  of  Agrriculture,  Weather  Bureau) 

Washington  is  very  favorably  situated  regarding  climate,  as  about  50  miles  north 
and  northwest  are  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  forming  a  natural  barrier  against  the  cold 
ivinds  from  the  west;  to  the  east  about  80  miles  distant  is  Chesapeake  Bay. 

Bear  in  mind  this  topography  and  the  fact  that  approximately  75  per  cent  of  the 
etorms  move  from  the  west,  pass  eastward  by  way  of  Buffalo  (New  York)  and  the  St. 
Lawrence  River,  it  is  not  surprising  that  Washington  never  has  reaUy  severe  storm 
waves  and  does  not  suffer  from  extremes  of  climate  experienced  in  many  other  portions 
of  the  United  States.  The  average  Washington  winter,  as  compared  with  States  north 
and  west,  is  comparatively  short  and  mild;  deep  snow  is  very  infrequent  and  the 
percentage  of  sunsdbine  is  quite  high.  Spring  in  Washington  is  from  one  to  four  weeks 
earlier  t^n  in  States  north  of  the  Pennsylvania  boundary.  Below  we  give  the  climatic 
data  for  Washington:

The  retaU  sectioii  of  Washington  is  practically  solidified  in  a  section  about  a  mile- 
and-a-quarter  west  and  north  from  ike  Capitol,  yet  t^e  Northeast  and  Southeast 
section,  which  are  north  and  east  of  the  Capitol,  are  very  closely  built  up  with 
retail  establishments,  the  main  trading  arteries  for  these  sections  being  H  street, 
in  the  Northeast,  and  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  in  the  Southeast,  llie  upper  part  of 
the  Northwest  section  of  WaiJiington  is  commonly  known  as  the  Fashionable  District* 
and  here  abound  many  of  the  higher  class  stores,  such  as  caterers,  florists,  and 
ladies*   tailors.     The   principal   arteries    In    the   Northwest   section   for   retail   stores 

are  F  abd  G  streets  and  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  running  east  and  west,  and  13th  and 
14th  streets  and  Connecticut  Avenue,  running  north  and  south,  the  streets  heing 
named  in  the  order  of  their  importance  as  trade  streets. 

MARKETS 

There  are  4  Municipal  Markets  operating  in  Washington:  Eastern,  Western,  Fish 
and  Produce  Market,  and  in  addition  there  are  a  large  number  of  street  markets.  Tbe 
receipts  to  the  Government  for  rent  of  these  stands  and  markets  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  80,  1910,  was  $44,481.44. 

During  this  period  the  volume  of  business  at  the  Farmers'  Produce  Market  has 
been  unusually  great,  there  being  brought  to  and  sold  at  this  market  by  truckers  and 
farmers  46,967  vehicle  loads  of  farm  products  of  various  kinds. 

The  new  Fish  Market  building,  recently  completed,  shows  a  total  revenue  for  the 
year  of  $13,837.61.  There  are  669  stalls  in  the  Municipal  Market  and  1,018  hi 
privately  controlled  markets.  A  large  number  of  stalls  are  reserved  in  both  types 
for  direct  sales  by  farmers  to  consumers.

The  above  figures  show  an  increase  of  703,  or  1.14%  more  than  those  of  the 
former  year.  The  average  number  of  pupils  in  daily  attendance,  49,930,  or  2.59% 
increase  over  that  of  the  previous  year.   The  percentage  of  attendance  was  92.8%. 

The  Washington  school  system  has  connected  with  it  16  school  playgrounds;  12 
for  white  pupils  and  4  for  colored,  with  1,416  pupils  as  an  average  <Uuly  attendance* 
In  addition  there  were  8  canning  centers  to  teach  the  art  of  canning  and  preserving: 
to  girls.    The  avemge  daily  attendance  in  each  school  was  from  2  to  10  per  day. 

In  addition  to  the  mentioned  colleges  and  schools,  there  are  ten  commercial  and 
business  colleges,  and  three  radio  schools,  with  a  total  attendance  of  4,358. 

There  are  153  school  buildings,  with  1,965  teachers.  Tlie  net  expenditures,  not 
including  recreation,  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $3,176,030.92.

TRADES  AND  INDUSTRIES 

(Latest  report  of  Department  of  Commerce.  Census  of  1919.) 

Contrary  to  general  belief,  Waslungton  is  quite  an  important  industrial  city»  there 

being:  692  manufactuiing  and  industrial  establishments  wi^  a  total  capital  inyestment 

of  $62,906,000,  and  an  expense  for  salaries  and  wages  of  $19,132,000;  giving:  employ- 

ment  to  14,d09  salaried  employes  and  wage  earners.    The  above  figures  do  not  include 

any  Goyenunent  establishments  whatsoever. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  value  added  to  the  cost  of  raw  material,  which 
is  really  created  wealth,  was  $36^)29,000. 

The  information  following  is  baseSd  on  the  1914  census  figures,  as  the  1919  cen- 
sus has  not  yet  been  classified. 

Printing  and  publishing  stands  first  among  the  private  industries  of  Washington 
I,  if  coupled  with  the  Government  printing,  would  probably  exceed  that  of  any 
other  dty  in  the  world  in  this  particular  line.  The  value  of  the  products  of  private 
printing  and  publishing  in  Washington  for  the  period  covered  was  $6,241,578,  with  a 
total  of  1,671  emnloyes.  The  created  value  of  these  products  was  $4,593,389;  the 
number  of  establisnments,  156. 

This  industry  includes  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  establishments  in 
the  City  of  Washington  and  represented  21.6  of  the  total  for  all  industries.  It  might 
be  addaEl  that  under  this  classification  is  included  newspaper  and  job  offices,  book 
publishers  and  binders,  steel  and  copper  plate  engravers,  etc. 

Seoand  among  Washington's  industries  are  the  bakery  products,  with  58  establish- 
ments, 1A61  wage  earners,  producing  an  annuid  product  valued  at  $8,916,169. 

Foundry  and  machine  shop  products  were  valued  at  $1,230,244,  with  an  employ- 
ment of  662  people. 

Amnmg  the  other  lines  of  industries,  confectionery,  patent  medicines,  coffee  roast- 
ing and  grinding,  tin  and  sheeet  iron,  marble  and  stone  workers,  etc.,  may  be 
mentioned. 

FEDERAL  INDUSTRIES 

The  Federal  Government  conducted  in  1914,  11  industrial  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, producing  material  for  governmental  use  only.  There  were  no  statistics 
available  relative  to  the  value  of  output,  but  during  this  fiscal  year  there  were 
11,639  persons  employed  iki  these  industries,  of  whom  1,025  were  officials  and  clerks 
and  10,614  wage  earners.  The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  employ  4,146 
persons;  the  Naval  Gun  Factory,  3,239;  the  Government  Printing  Office,  4,051,  and 
other  industries,  202,  making  the  Govemm^it  a  larger  employer  of  labor  than  all 
the  combined  manufacturers  of  the  city. 

These  figures  give  but  a  faint  conception  of  the  magnitude  of  Government 
industries  during  the  war,  when  it  is  safe  to  assume  these  operations  were  more 
than  tripled  in  volume. 

The  capital  engaged  in  the  business  of  these  Federal  industries  was  $39,863,067; 
ttie  wages  paid— 410,614,466. 

It  is  conservatively  estimated  that  during  the  war  period,  1918-1919,  all  these 
f  gores  were  increased  by  over  60%.  The  decrease  since  the  close  of  the  war  will 
not  amount  to  more  than  one-quarter  of  this  increase,  owing  to  the  continuation  of 
many  of  the  Departments  and  in  immense  amount  of  printing  necessary  to  conduct 
the  Departments  created  during  the  war  and  that  have  not  been  abolished. 

The  greatest  decrease  in  1919  was  in  the  manufacturing  of  armament  and  the 
Ordnance  Department  in  general,  but  the  number  of  employes  released  entirely 
from  Federal  employ  was  comparatively  small,  owing  to  their  transfer  from  active 
war-work  industries  to  the  perma'nent  ones.  Tlie  War  Risk  Insurance  absorbed 
|>robably  Hie  largest  quantity.

For  the  first  nine  months  of  1920,  there  werp  6  Manufacturing  failures,  16 
Trading,  and  5  other  commercial  failures,  with  total  liabilities  of  $782,323,  and  assets 
of  $768,588. 

STRIKES 

The  industrial  situation  in  Washington  is  very  stable,  there  being  but  8  strikes 
and  1  lockout  reported  for  the  year  ending  1919,  the  last  fiscal  return. 

TRADING  PERIODS  IN  DISTRICT   OF  COLUMBIA. 

The  purchasing  period  by  farmers  trading  in  Washington  is  similar  to  that  of 
Maryland,  and  is  influenced  considerably  by  the  Frost-Free  season  and  the  killing  frost 
season. 

Reports  of  retail  merchants  show  that  boots  and  shoes  increase  in  May,  reaching 
their  highest  point  in  June,  falling  to  nearly  the  lowest  point  in  September,  rising 
again  in  October  and  November. 

The  clothing  purchases  are  highest  during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year. 

The  purchase  of  groceries  shows  very  little  difference  in  Washington  throughout 
the  year. 

Purchase  of  musical  instruments  is  highest  during  October,  Noyember  and 
December. 

Wholesale  houses  report  general  stores  in  the  country  do  the  largest  amount  of 
their  purchasing  in  Washington  during  the  months  of  August,  September,  October, 
November  and  December,  when  it  drops  to  its  lowest  point  in  February,  gn^adually 
rising  thereafter. 

^rdware  reaches  its  highest  point  during  the  building  season  of  April,  May  and 
June. 

The  last  three  months  of  the  year  show  the  largest  general  average  of  trading, 
December  being  the  largest. 

Farm  implements  are  purchased  in  Washington  at  highest  point  during  the 
months  of  May,  June  and  July,  July  being  the  highest  in  the  year.

There  ave 
48^23  farms  in  Maryland,  of  which  2,850  are  served  by  farm  lijB^hting  plants*  or  5.S 
per  cent  of  the  total  farms. 

CENTRAL  STATIONS

9  other  than  110  volts;  3  Direct  Currents,  and  20  undetermined  (no  report). 

FISHERIES 

(The  authority  quoted  is  the  Maryland  State  College  of  Affrlculture,  1019.) 

Maryland  has  the  largest  coast  line  in  proportion  to  its  area  of  aay  State  in 
tSbe  Union,  and  hence  holds  a  prominent  place  in  the  fishing  industry,  with  an  annual 
output  of  about  85,000.000. 

Chief  among  the  products  are  the  shad,  menhaden,  the  bay  or  Spanish  mackeielt 
trout,  rock,  perch,  bluefish,  and  smaller  fish. 

Crabbing  is  an  important  branch  of  the  fishing  industry,  the  annual  valne  of 
the  catch  exceeding  $300^000.  The  chief  canning  centers  for  crabs  are  Ozford« 
Cambridge,  and  Crisfield. 

Diamond-back  terrapin  is  a  famous  Maryland  product. 

Above  all  sea  food  products  in  Maryland  the  most  important  is  that  of  the 
oyster,  emplojring  about  30,000  persons  annually  in  the  business  of  tonging,  dredg- 
ing, and  canning.  It  is  estimated  that  from  6,000,000  to  8,000,000  bushels  of  ovsters 
are  taken  annually  from  the  Maryland  waters,  valued  at  from  $3,000,000  to  $4,000,000. 

Baltimore,  Crisfield,  St  Michaels,  Oxford,  Cambridge,  and  Annapolis  are  the 
chief  centers  of  the  oyster  canning  industry. 

The  invested  value  of  boats,  apparatus,  etc.,  is  estimated  at  over  $4,000,000. 

The  oyster  interests  of  the  State. are  under  the  direction  of  the  Maryland  State 
Board  of  Fisheries,  with  offices  located  in  Baltimore. 

The  Conservation  Commission  of  Maryland,  which  is  the  custodian  of  the  State's 
water   food   resources,  has   offices   in   Baltimore,    Md. 

FORESTRY 

(Maryland  State  College  of  Agriculture,  May,  1919.  report.) 

Maryland  has  at  present  35  per  cent  of  its  land  in  forest  growth,  with  a 
stand  of  timber  estimated  at  3,829,776,000  board  feet,  and  valued  at  $17442,112. 
Of  this  timber  2,500,747,000  feet  are  hard  wood  and  1,328,029.000  feet  are  pine.  In 
1914  the  total  value  of  timber  cut  in  Maryland  amounted  to  $6,494J.91.

With  one  exception,  the  per  capita  subscriptions  in  Maryland  was  the  highest  in 
the  United  States. 

MINING

The  mining  industries  are  located  in  the  Appalachian  region  and  in  the  northern 
and  western  sections  of  the  Piedmont  Plateau. 

Chie^  miHend  products  are  coal,  brick  clay,  granite,  cement,  limestone,  marble 
and  slate.

SOURCE  OF  REVENUE  FOR  STATE  AND  STATE  AID  ROADS 

(Report  of  the  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agriculture) 

The  State  road  system,  which  includes  State  ropds  paid  for  entirely  by  the 
State,  State-aid  roads  paid  for  by  the  State  and  counties  jointly,  and  turnpikes 
purchased  by  the  State,  comprises  1,433.89  miles.  All  funds  for  the  building  of 
State  roads  are  provided  by  State  bond  issues.  A  State  tax  of  1  cent  on  each 
$100  of  taxable  property  is  levied  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  maintenance  and 
repair  of  State  roads.  This  fund  is  supplemented  by  80  per  cent  of  the  net  revenues 
derived  from  the  regristration  and  licensing  of  motor  vehicles. 

Maryland  has  1.65  miles  of  road  per  s<[uare  mile  of  area.  Of  the  population 
in  1910,  49.2  per  cent,  or  637,154,  was  rural,  thus  indicating  a  rural  population  of 
o8.71  per  mile  of  road.

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TRADES  AND  INDUSTRIES 

In  1914,  Maryland  ranked  14th  in  value  of  manufactured  products  and  15th  in 
the  number  of  wage  earners  employed  in  its  industries>  making:  it  one  of  the  most 
important  industrial  commonwealths  in  the  United  States. 

The  total  value  of  Maryland's  manufactured  products  in  1914  was  |377,749»078. 
The  average  number  of  wage  earners  employed,  111,585. 

There  were  4,797  manufacturing  establishments,  with  total  capital  invested  of 
$293,210^25.  The  amount  of  money  paid  to  wage  earners  exceeded  $54,000,000. 
Officials'  salaries,  clerks,  et  al.,  amounted  to  $18»008*770.  For  ten  years  ending  1914, 
invested  capital  increased  in  Maryland  45.2  per  cent;  wage  eaiters,  18.5  per  cent; 
wages,  48.8  per  cent;  value  of  products,  55.2  per  cent,  and  value  added  through' 
process  of  manufacture,  48.7  per  cent. 

The  largest  Industry  in  Maryland  is  manufacture  of  men's  dothing  and  shirts. 
There  are  301  firms  engaged  in  this  line,  employing  18,062  workers,  with  a  produc- 
tion value  of  $39,047,876.    Increase  in  valuation  over  raw  material,  $18,449>758. 

Copper,  tin  and  sheet  iron  products  rank  secolid,  employing  7,712  wage  earners, 
with  production  valued  at  $25,491,121. 

The  third  industry  in  importance  is  canning  and  preserving,  with  405  firms 
engaged,  employing  8,640  wage  earners.    The  annual  value  of  products  is  $18,028,779. 

The  fourth  in  importance  is  slaughtering  and  meat  packing.  Fertilizers  ranking 
fifth. 

As  a  whole,  there  are  40  different  lines  of  manufacturing  industries  in  Maryland, 
with  an  average  output  of  more  than  a  million  dollars  each.  The  lowest  in  rank  of 
these  40  industries  is  paint  and  varnish  and  they  were  credited  with  an  annual 
output  valued  at  $1,027,441  in  1914. 

« 

Women's  clothing,  the  16th  in  rank,  was  valued  at  $6,0154^5,  with  an  average 
number  of  wage  earners  of  8,026.  Combining  this  latter  branch  of  the  clothing  in- 
dustry with  that  of  the  first  in  rank,  gives  us  a  total  value  for  the  annual  produc- 
tion of  the  two  of  $45,063,070,  and  an  average  number  of  employes  of  21,088,  thus 
making  18.9  per  cent  of  the  wage  earners  of  the  State  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  clothing  for  men  and  women. 

Maryland  ranks  4th  in  the  United  States  in  the  manufacture  of  men's  clothing; 
7th  in  women's  clothing.  (While  women's  clothing  ranks  16th  in  importance  in  its 
own  State,  it  ranks  7th  in  the  United  States.)  Total  number  of  wage  earners  engaged 
in  industriid  occupation  are  divided  as  follows:

STRIKES 

(The  foUowingr  is  &  review  of  the  industrial  situation  by  Charles  J.  Fox,  Chair- 
man of  the  State  Board  of  Labor  and  Statistics,  prepared  especially  for  Faulkaer, 
Inc.,  under  date  of  May  18,  1920.) 

"The  general  labor  conditions  througrhout  the  State  at  this  time  are  very 
satisfactory,  there  belnsr  11  iitrikes  of  a  minor  character  since  January  1.  1920. 
In  the  year  1918  there  were  37  ntrikes  throuehout  the  State,  compared  with  17 
In  1017  and  16  in  1916.  Duringr  the  year  1919  there  were  22  strikes,  only  four  of 
which  were  of  any  ereat  Imnortance.  The  summary  of  1919  ntrikes  shows  that 
only  2  were  successful;  6  partly  successful;  15  were  unsuccessful  and  1  was  still 
pending:  at  the  close  of  the  year.  The  total  loss  in  wasres  as  estimated  from  the 
best  information  obtainable  was  $4,204,890.  The  loss  to  the  firms  was  $4,007,460. 
and  the  total  number  of  workinsr  days  lost  for  the  22  strikes  was  443,233.

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TRADING  PERIODS 

(Tradiiig  Periods  for  Fanners  in  Maryland,  Classified  by  Months  and  Commodity*) 

The  purchasing  periods,  by  farmers,  is  influenced  considerably  by  the  Frost-free 
season  and  the  Killing-frost  season.  During  the  Frost^free  season  the  purdiaae  of 
such  commodities  as  automobiles  and  farm  implements  show  the  largest  peicentage. 

Boot  and  shoe  purchases  increase  during  June,  July,  September,  October  and 
Noyember.     Clothing  purchases  are  largest  in  November  and  December. 

Groceries  remain  at  practically  the  same  ratio  throughout  the  year,  with  the 
exception  of  January  and  February,  when  they  reach  their  lowest  ebb. 

The  purchase  of  musical  instruments,  etc,  is  highest  during  the  months  of 
October,  November  and  December. 

General  stores  do  the  largest  amount  of  their  purchasing  during  the  last  five 
months  of  the  year;  the  smallest  in  January  and  February. 

Hardware  reaches  its  highest  trading  point  during  the  months  of  ICay,  June, 
July  and  December. 

The  highest  general  average  of  trading  for  all  classes  of  merchandise  axe  the 
last  three  months  of  the  year,  this  is  particularly  true  of  mail  oxder  bosllDess, 
December  being  the  largest,  with  the  exception* of  farm  implements. 

TRANSPORTATION  FACIUTIES 

(Report  of  State  Tax  Commission,  February,  1020.)

There  are  three  great  trunk  lines  in  Maryland,  the  Baltimore  A  Ohio,  the 
Pennsylvania,  the  Western  Maryland  railroad,  and  27  other  lines,  including  electric 
and  interurban.  The  Washington,  Baltimore  &  Annai>olis  electric  railroad  runs  be- 
tween Baltimore  and  Washington,  with  a  branch  to  Annapolis. 

Steam  railroads  have  1,426  miles  of  track  (a  ratio  of  10.36  per  10,000  inhabi- 
tants), and  electric  649  miles.  Maryland  has  14.27  miles  of  railroad  for  each  100 
square  miles  of  territory. 

There  are  2,114  motor  passenger  cars;  18  electric  locomotives,  19  express  cars, 
and  70  freight  cars. 

Assessments  against  real  and  personal  property  of  railroads  operating  in  Mary- 
land in  1919  were  $60,914,809.78.  The  gross  receipts  of  all  railroads  in  the  State  in 
1919    were    $41,370»627.47.

Germantown,  with  1,200  pop.,  and  West  Annapolis,  with  800  pop-,  are  mainly  agzicul- 
toral,  and  within  a  radius  of  5  miles  of  Annapolis.  The  retail  business  of  Annapolis 
is  contained  in  2  streets  (Church  and  West),  occupying  about  one-half  mile.

Baltimore  is  a  chartered  city  in  itself,  and  is  not  in  Baltimore  comity,  as  many 
ima^e. 

It  is  located  on  the  Patapsco  river,  which  forms  a  wide  and  deep  waiterway 
3o  feet  deep,  12  miles  long,  passing  through  Chesapeake  Bay  to  the  Atlantic  ocean. 

It  is  1381  miles  from  the  Panama  Canal  and  one  of  the  most  direct  routes^ 
daiming  to  he  the  cheapest  in  freight  rate,  via  the  canaL 

It  is  one  of  the  largest  commercial  cities  in  the  United  States  and  the  metropoiia 
of  Maryland.  It  is  termed  'Tlie  Gateway  of  the  South"  and  is  universally  known 
as  ''The  Monumental  City"  on  account  of  its  many  memorials,  and  It  can  also  boast 
of  the  multiplicity  of  its  many  fine  buildings,  both  public  and  private. 

Baltimore  is  the  wholesale  trading  center  of  practically  the  entire  southern 
portion  of  the  U.  S.  The  city  was  pardy  destroyed  by  fire  in  1904,  which  entailed  a 
loss  of  $128,000,000,  and  the  destruction  of  nine^  city  blocks. 

It  is  a  dty  of  beautiful  parks,  supported  by  taxing  the  receipts  of  the  street 
ndlways  on  the  basis  of  9  per  cent. 

''The  Monumental  City**  is  essentially  one  of  homes,  containing  116,000,  90,000 
of  which  are  occupied  by  white  people.  A  claim  has  been  made  for  Baltimore  that 
it  has  more  homes  per  square  mile  than  any  other  city  in  the  world. 

It  is  preeminently  a  manufacturing  and  industrial  center,  with  very  extensive 
diippingr  facilities,  both  coastwise  and  trans-Atlantic.  Most  of  its  coastwise  and 
export  trade  originates  in  territory  directly  tributary  to  Baltimore.

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RAILROADS  AND  STEAMSHIP  LINES.

Baltimore  is  served  by  three  tmnk  lines,  the  Pernisylvania,  the  Baltimore  A 
Ohio,  and  the  Western  Maryland,  the  latter  being  connected  with  the  New  York 
Central  lines  for  the  West. 

Baltimore  has  freifrht  differentials  between  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  New 
TSngland  points  on  shipments  to  and  frcmi  Buffalo,  Pittsburgh  and  the  Middle  West. 
These  differentials  vary  from  8  cents  per  100  pounds  on  first  class  to  8  cents  per 
100  poonds  on  sixth  dass  under  the  New  Yoik-Pittsburgh  rates.  The  same  differ- 
entials in  general  apply  on  eastbound  shipments,  but  from  points  west  of  Pitts- 
burgh somewhat  lower  differentials  are  in  effect.  Baltimore's  differential  under 
Philadelphia  is  from  2  cents  per  100  pounds  on  first  class  to  1  cent  per  100  pounds 
on  sixth  class  to  and  from  Pittsburgh  and  Middle  Western  points. 

Baltimore's  industries  deliver  and  receive  from  the  entire  United  States  except 
that  portion  of  the  country  north  and  east  of  Philadelphia  and  the  far  Western 
States,  at  a  very  low  rate  as  compared  with  other  cities  in  New  York  or  New 
England. 

Tliere  are  three  stations  fin  Baltimore;  the  Union,  which  is  used  by  the  Pennsyl- 
vania; and  Mount  Royal  and  Camden,  used  by  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio.

A  proposition  is  now  before  the  city  to  set  aside  $50,000,000  for  the  purpose  of 
extending  and  developing  its  port  facilities. 

The  limits  of  the  Port  of  Baltimore  include  the  entire  length  of  the  Patapsco 
river,  eleven  miles,  a:nd  its  tributaries  to  the  Chesapeake  Bay.  Within  this  area  the 
mean  average  tide  is  twelve  inches.

TRADES  AND  INDUSTRIES 

The  trading  and  industrial  district  of  Baltimore  occupies  about  30  square  miles 
within  the  city  boundaries.  Baltimore  is  recog^nized  as  the  third  jobbing  city  of 
the  country,  having  a  wholesale  trading  area  extending  throughout  the  whole 
southern  and  southwestern  section  of  the  United  States.  This  trading  has  been 
fostered  by  a  system  of  the  Merchants  and  Manufacturers'  Association  of  rebating 
railroad  fares  to  Southern  buyers,  based  on  a  percentage  of  purchase.  August  in  Balti- 
more is  the  largest  wholesale  month  of  the  year.  The  retail  trading  area  of  the  city 
is  comparatively  large,  extending  to  the  State's  northern  boundary,  including  Havre 
de  Grace,  Penyville,  Reistertown,  Towson  and  Aberdeen.  It  extends  west  as  far  as 
Frederick  and  almost  to  the  Hagerstown  district;  Annapolis  and  the  upper  part 
of  the  Eastern  Shore  and  a  small  section  of  Western  Delaware,  complete  the  list  of 
Baltimore's  potential  buyers.  It  has  been  estimated  that  there  are  within  a  radius 
of  30  miles  of  Baltimore,  nearly  20,000  families,  who  purchase  their  supplies  from 
that  city. 

The  following  review  of  the  city,  written  by  George  C.  Smith,  Director,  Itidustrial 
Bureau  of  the  Baltimore  Board  of  Trade,  gives  an  interesting  sidelight  on  the  city's 
future  industrial  progress.     (This  review  was  written  especially  for  Faulkner,  Inc.). 

"Since  the  Industrial  Bureau  of  the  Board  of  Trade  of  Baltimore  was 
oreraniaed  on  June  1.  1919,  95  new  industries  have  located  in  the  city, 
which  will  require  21,3IH)  employes  and  will  represent  in  plant  and  equip- 
ment an  investment  of  $34,326,700. 

"Duringr  the  past  eleven  months,  126  local  industries  have  undertaken 
expansion,  which  will  require  additional  employes  numbering:  17,764,  and 
a  new  plant  and  equipment  investment  of  134.977,500. 

"Permits  have  been  issued  for  the  first  four  months  of  1920  for  1.168 
houses  and  total  building:  permits  ag:g:reg:ating  a  total  value  of  115,043,140.

PennaylTanla  lies  between  75  and  80  degrees  weet  iMigltnde  and  38  and  40  degrees 
north  latitude. 

It  has  held  the  position  of  the  second  State  In  the  Union  since  Its  existence. 

It  Is  bonnded  on  the  north  and  northeast  by  New  York,  east  by  New  Jersey,  south 
by  Maryland.  Delaware  and  West  Virginia,  and  west  by  Ohio.  It  U  separated  from  New 
Jersey  by  the  Delaware  River  and  the  upper  part  of  Delaware  Bay. 

The  history  of  the  founding  of  Pennsylvania  bos  never  )ieen  deOnitely  settled,  some 
of  the  grants  for  lands  being  made  as  early  as  1584,  during  the  reign  of  Qneen  Elizabeth. 
There  are  many  dates  set  down  as  being  the  "flrst."  In  1606  James  the  First  issued  a 
Patent  to  the  London  Company  for  lands  lietween  the  34th  and  41st  degrees  north.  In 
1627  a  settlement  was  made  by  Swedes  and  Finns.  The  first  English  settlement  was 
made  on  the  Schuylkill  River  in  1041.  Previous  to  this,  in  1632.  Charles  the  First  Issued 
a  Patent  to  Cecillns,  the  second  Lord  Baltimore,  which  Includeid  ail  of  Delaware  and  a 
considerable  portion  of  Sonthem  Pennsylvania.  The  first  definite  settlement  seems  to  have 
been  made  by  Johann  Prints,  who.  with  other  colonists.  In  1643  founded  New  Qothen- 
burg,  on  Tinlcum  Island.  In  1681  William  Penn  secured  s  grant  of  land  west  of  the  Dela- 
ware River,  between  the  40th  and  43d  degrees  north  latitude  and  extending  60  degrees 
west  This  grant  gave  Penn  full  rights  as  to  ownership  and  government  of  the  land. 
Many  dllHculties  and  claims  arose  out  of  this  adjustment,  but  these  were  all  settled 
between  1764  and  1767,  when  Charles  Ha  sou  and  Jeremiah  Dixon  determined  the 
boundary  between  Maryland  and  Delaware  and  milestones  were  set  ap.  Bach  five 
miles  were  marked  by  a  Inrger  stone,  upon  which  were  cut  the  arms  *of  William  Penn 
and  Lord  Baltimore.  liila  has  been  known  since  then  as  Uie  MasOT-Dlxon  Line,  playing 
an  important  part  In  the  Civil  War. 

The  first  Congress  met  In  Philadelphia,  July,  1774,  and  arrangements  were  made 
tor  defense  of  the  Colonies.    The  first  constltntion  was  drawn  September  28,  1776. 

The  present  State  of  Pennsylvania  extends  from  near  the  month  of  the  Delaware 
River  in  the  southeast  to  Lake  Erie  In  the  northwest. 

It  takes  first  rank  in  internal  and  foreign  commerce  of  all  the  States  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic  group. 

It  Is  customary  in  describing  Pennsylvania  to  divide  the  State  Into  districts,  desig- 
nated as  ElaBtern,  Western  and  Central   Pennsylvania. 

The  Bastem  comprises  a  comparatively  few  counties,  which  are  drained  by  the 
Delaware  Biver  and  its  tributaries.  A  little  more  than  one-balf  the  diatrlct  Is  moon- 
talnoos;  only  a  small  portion,  however,  except  in  the  very  highest  sections,  rises  more 
than  1000  feet  above  sea  level,  and  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  tidewater  runs  up  the 
Delaware  River  some  considerable  distance  from  Pblladelpbia.  The  sonthem  half  of 
the  section  Is  composed  largely  of  agricultural  lands,  while  in  the  northern  half  the 
arable  lands  are  in  small,  scattered  areas.  Pennsylvania  Is  the  only  State  In  the  Union 
ttiat  contains  extensive  areas  of  anthracite  or  "bard"  coal,  and  the  largest  fields  and  tl^^ 
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best  quality  of  coal  in  the  State  are  located  in  the  northern  and  central  portions  of  the 
Eastern  section,  the  most  noted  being  in  the  upper  Lehigh  Valley.  The  mountainous  sec- 
tion of  the  Eastern  division  is  extremely  picturesque,  and  is  noted  for  many  famous  sana- 
toriums  on  its  higher  ridges  and  plateaus.  In  Monroe  and  Pike  counties,  which  occupy 
the  northeastern  portion  of  the  Eastern  section,  there  is  considerable  rugged  and  practically 
uninhabited  territory,  covered  with  dense  growth  of  timber.  The  highest  portion  of  this 
section  of  the  State  is  noted  for  its  extremely  low  temperatures,  and  Immense  quantitfes 
of  ice  are  cut  from  the  lakes  in  this  vicinity  during  the  winter. 

That  section  of  the  State  known  as  the  Western  comprises  the  portion  drained  by 
the  Ohio  River  and  Lake  Erie,  together  with  that  portion  that  bounds  West  Virginia. 

This  section  is  principally  hilly  or  mountainous,  and  the  arable  lands  are  in  scat- 
tered areas.  It  is  this  section  of  the  State  that  is  noted  for  its  oil  wells,  which  lie  in 
the  north  portion,  and  it  is  here  that  the  largest  quanity  of  bituminous  coal  is  mined, 
this  mining  being  done  mostly  in  the  bluffs  along  the  rivers  and  the  product  transported 
to  Pittsburgh  by  barges  and  thence  down  the  Ohio  River.  The  average  elevation  in  this 
neighborhood  is  about  1100  feet,  the  highest  being  in  Somerset  and  Cambria  counties,  a 
large  portion  of  which  is  about  2000  feet  above  sea  level,  while  the  Lake  basin  and  the 
Ohio  River  have  elevations  of  from  700  to  900  feet  This  portion  of  the  State  is  replete 
with  scenic  beauty,  the  hills  being  very  steep  and  rugged  and  the  valleys  deep  and 
picturesque. 

The  Central  portion  of  Pennsylvania  is  drained  by  the  Susquehanna  River  and  its 
tributaries.  The  configuration  of  the  surface  of  this  part  of  the  State  Is  greatly  diver- 
sified, about  one-third  of  the  area  consisting  of  high  plateaus  or  tableland,  which  ranges 
lu  elevation  from  1400  to  2000  feet  above  sea  level.  Much  of  this  land  is  extremely  well 
adapted  to  agriculture.  The  Central  portion  is  broken  up  by  the  Allegheny  Mountains, 
with  ridges  rising  to  elevations  of  from  2000  to  5000  feet,  with  deep  and  picturesque 
valleys.  The  fall  of  the  streams  is  very  rapid,  owing  to  their  high  elevation  of  700  feet, 
and  afford  excellent  facilities  for  the  development  of  water-power.  Through  the  moun- 
tainous district  the  Susquehanna  River,  with  elevation  of  400  feet,  runs  with  extreme 
rapidity,  causing  the  smaller  streams,  during  the  rainy  season,  to  rise  rapidly  with 
considerable  resultant  damage. 

A  considerable  amount  of  bituminous  coal  is  mined  in  the  mountain  district  of 
Central  Pennsylvania,  and  a  large  portion  of  the  anthracite  fields  lies  in  the  two  eastern 
counties  of  Luzerne  and  Lackawanna.  The  southern  part  of  the  Central  division  is 
devoted  almost  exclusively  to  agriculture,  Lancaster  county  leading  the  entire  State  in 
this  respect  It  is  also  a  great  tobacco-producing  section,  and  it  is  from  this  portion  of 
the  State  that  Pennsylvania  secures  her  rank  of  third  among  all  the  States  in  the  Union 
in  quantity  and  quality  of  this  product 

The  mineral  resources  of  Pennsylvania  lead  all  other  States  in  value  of  product 
Over  50  per  cent,  of  the  coal  mined  in  the  United  States  comes  from  Pennsylvania,  with 
production  in  1917  of  272,069,963  net  tons  bituminous  and  anthracite.  The  total  prod- 
ucts of  all  mines,  quarries  and  weUs,  based  on  census  of  1917,  report  of  United  States 
Geological  Survey,  was  valued  at  $749,069,386,  of  which  $283,650,723  was  anthracite 
coal  and  $421,266,808  bituminous  coal.  Practically  one-sixth  of  all  the  mineral  products 
of  the  United'  States  are  taken  from  Pennsylvania.  The  bituminous  coal  field  of  the 
Appalachian  range  of  mountains  embraces  about  71,000  square  miles,  of  which  18,000 
belong  to  Pennsylvania.    The  anthracite  field,  however,  covers  about  500  square  miles  In 

this  section. 

Iron  is  found  in  various  forms  throughout  the  State  in  large  quantities.  Various 
other  minerals  round  out  the  list,  among  the  most  important  of  which  are  chrome,  cobalt, 
lead,  nickel,  salt  soapetone,  tin  and  zinc. 

Since  1850  Pennsylvania  has  held  second  place  in  the  United  States  in  n:ianufac- 
turing,  its  principal  industries  naturally  being  iron  and  steel  products.  These  industries 
are  enhanced  by  a  splendid  system  of  transportation  and  method  of  marketing.  The 
largest  steel  works  in  the  world  are  located  in  Johnstown  and  Steelton,  the  State's  pro- 
duction of  Bessemer  steel  being  estimated  at  $430,000,000  annually. 

Pennsylvania  also  ranks  second  in  the  United  States  in  the  manufacture  of  textiles, 
including  carpets,  cotton-woolen  goods,  hosiery,  silk  and  silk  goods. 

During  the  last  decade  Pennsylvania  has  taken  an  enviable  position  in  the  produc- 
tion of  oil,  and  during  1917  produced  8,612,885  barrels.  A  very  small  part  of  this  produc- 
is  credited  to  New  York  in  the  last  census  report. 

A  great  advantage  possessed  by  Pennsylvania  in  its  industrial  activity  is  its  natural- 
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gas  supply,  which,  in  the  manufactiire  of  glass,  the  puddling  of  iron  and  the  roasting  of 
ores,  is  used  almost  ezclnsiyely. 

In  coke  and  its  by-prodacts,  Pennsylvania  easily  leads  the  United  States,  oyer 
$26,000,000  worth  of  these  products  being  produced  in  one  year,  the  Connellsville  district 
being  the  main  producer. 

From  an  agricultural  standpoint,  Pennsylvania  is  also  splendidly  farored.  Prac- 
tically 05  per  cent,  of  the  State's  area  is  devoted  to  farms,  of  which  nearly  70  per  cent. 
Is  improved.  The  total  value  of  all  farm  lands  in  1910  (the  latest  available  figures)  was 
9690,430,010;  farm  buildings  weie  valued  at  $410,038,745;  implements  and  machinery, 
$70,726,065,  and  livestock  at  $141,480,052,  making  a  total  value  of  1142534274,862,  pUcing 
Pennsylvania  fifteenth  among  all  the  States  in  valuation  of  farms,  stock  and  equipment. 

In  many  parts  of  Pennsylvania  are  to  be  found  some  of  the  most  fertile  valleys  in 
the  country.  There  are  approximately  220,000  farms  in  the  State,  of  which  three- 
quarters  are  <Hperated  by  their  owners.  Pennsylvania  produces  more  com  than  New  York 
i^  twofold  and  wheat  fourfold,  her  annual  crop  of  the  latter  in  1919  being  30,000,000 
bushels.  The  State  ranks  as  one  of  the  heaviest  producers  of  oats  and  rye  in  the  country. 
In  the  growing  of  potatoes,  which  is  one  of  the  State's  chief  money  crops,  Pennsylvania 
ranks  next  to  New  York,  and  leads  all  of  the  other  Eastern  States  in  acreage  and  pro- 
duction. In  the  production  of  hay,  New  York  and  Iowa,  of  all  the  States,  are  the  only 
ones  that  exceed  the  Keystone  State. 

Tobacco  is  also  one  of  the  leading  products,  with  an  average  yield  in  1919  of 
64,752,000  pounds,  and  a  value  of  $16,188,000. 

Of  late  years  fruit  and  stock  raising  has  occupied  the  husbandry  of  Pennsylvania; 
80  much  so  that  she  now  ranks  third  in  orchard  products  and  fifth  in  livestock.  The 
raising  of  poultry  has  taken  great  strides  forward  during  the  past  ten  years,  and  the 
State  now  stands  sixth  in  the  value  of  poultry  and  the  production  of  eggs. 

From  an  educational  standpoint,  Pennsylvania  holds  a  very  enviable  position.  The 
school  reports  of  June  1,  1916,  give  her  credit  for  the  largest  total  expenditures,  with 
the  exception  of  one  other  State,  of  any  in  the  United  States,  with  a  total  of  $61,670,950, 
with  a  total  enrollment  of  1,604,794  pupils,  leading  in  this  point,  also,  with  the  exception 
of  one  State. 

Pennsylvania  is  literally  honeycombed  with  railroads,  having  a  total,  as  reported 
by  the  latest  census,  of  114290  miles  of  steel  trackage  and  4343  miles  of  street  or  elevated 
tiectric  track.  In  this  respect  she  ranks  second  in  the  United  States.  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  total  tax  assessment  for  railroads  operated  in  the  State  during  the 
period  of  1916  (latest  report)  was  $9,957,027,  or  at  the  rate  of  $917  per  mile  of  track. 

AREA 

The  area  of  Pennsylvania  is  45,215  square  miles,  of  which  230  square  miles  is  water 
surface.    The  latter  figure  does  not  Include  891  square  miles  of  Lake  Brie. 

CongeBted  Area:    171.0  inhabitants  to  the  square  mile,  an  increase  of  75.5  since  1880. 

CLIMATIC  CONDITIONS 

(Report  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Weather  Bureau,  1920.) 

Average  mean  temperature  for  the  State:  January,  32  degrees;  July,  76  degrees. 
Highest  record  temperature,  105  dgrees ;  lowest  record  temperature,  6  degrees  below  zero. 

Average  rainfall  for  the  State:   41.2  inches. 

The  climate  of  Pennsylvania  is  varied,  that  portion  lying  to  the  southeast  of  the 
mountain  range  being  warmer  than  the  more  elevated  and  western  portions.  For 
example,  the  mean  temperature  in  Philadelphia  for  January  is  about  30  degrees,  and 
for  July  76.2  degrees;  contrast  this  with  that  of  Wilkes-Barre,  which  lies  among  the 
mountains,  where  the  figures  are,  for  January,  26  degrees,  and  for  July,  71  degrees. 
This  changes  again  in  Pittsburgh  to  31  degrees  for  January  and  76  degrees  for  July.  In 
Erie  the  figures  are  26  degrees  for  January  and  70  degrees  for  July. 

In  the  ISastem  section  of  Pennsylvania  the  average  annual  rainfall  is  about  45 
inches. 

In  the  northern  half  of  the  Eastern  section  the  snowfall  is  moderately  heavy,  but 
is  usually  light  in  the  southern  counties.  Very  little  snow  falls  in  the  southern  portion 
after  April  1,  and  the  November  snows  do  not  remain  long  <m  the  ground. 
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The  Frost-Free  season  extends  from  the  first  part  of  April  to  the  latter  part  of  October, 
or  from  170  to  200  days. 

The  winters  are  notably  mild,  there  being  less  than  100  days  with  a  minimum  tem- 
perature below  the  freezing  ];K)int,  while  sero  temperatures  are  rare  occurrences  in  tbe 
southen  half  of  Eastern  Pennsylvania.  Temperatures  run  extremely  high  in  some 
portions  of  the  Eastern  section;  with  a  high  relative  humidity. 

The  variations  of  climate  in  the  Eastern  section  of  Pennsylvania  can  be  described 
as  consisting  of  three  types,  viz.,  the  marine  type,  in  the  extreme  southern  portion;  the 
mountain  type,  in  the  central  counties,  and  the  continental  type,  in  the  northern  counties. 

That  section  known  as  Western  Pennsylvania  is  subject  to  slightly  greater  extremes 
of  temperature  than  occur  in  the  remainder  of  the  State,  but  this  difference  is  more 
noticeable  in  the  frequent  and  sudden  changes  in  the  temperature.  Temperatures  above 
100  degrees  are  sometimes  recorded  in  the  Southern  district  during  the  three  summer 
months,  while  there  is  an  average  of  about  15  days  each  year  with  temperatures  of  90 
degrees  or  above.  The  winters  are  moderately  cold,  there  being  an  average  of  100  days 
with  freezing  temi>eratures,  while  temperatures  of  20  degrees  below  zero  or  more  occnr 
in  the  mountain  counties  practically  every  winter  season. 

The  Frost-Free  season  extends  from  about  the  middle  of  April  to  about  the  middle  of 
October,  or  from  170  to  190  days. 

The  mean  temperature  in  the  northern  counties  in  summer  is  66  degrees;  that  of 
winter  being  25  degrees.  In  the  southern  counties  the  summer  mean  is  about  71  degrees, 
and  winter  about  30  degrees. 

Tbe  average  rainfall  is  about  42  inches,  being  generally  heaviest  in  the  southeastern 
portions  and  lightest  in  the  immediate  Ohio  Valley  below  Pittsburgh. 

The  snowfall,  however,  is  moderately  heavy,  and  lies  on  the  ground  somewhat  longer 
than  it  does  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  The  average  annual  snowfall  (unmelted) 
is  about  44  inches.  Snowfalls  ooccur  in  the  rugged  or  mountainous  districts  as  late  as 
the  middle  of  April. 

In  the  Central  section  of  Pennsylvania  the  mean  temperature  decreases  about  6 
degrees  from  south  to  north.  On  the  northern  plateau  the  summer  mean  is  about  67 
degrees,  and  the  winter  mean  about  24  degrees,  while  in  the  southern  counties  the 
summer  mean  is  about  72  degrees  and  the  winter  mean  about  30  degrees.  Temperatures 
of  100  degrees  or  higher  sometimes  occur  in  the  central  or  southern  counties  during  the 
extreme  heat  of  July  and  August,  and  in  mid-winter  temperatures  of  20  to  25  degrees 
below  zero  are  occasionally  recorded  in  the  northern  plateau  district  and  in  the  moun- 
tains southward  nearly  to  the  State  line.  Maximum  temperatures  of  90  degrees  or 
higher  are  recorded  on  an  average  of  ten  days  annually,  while  the  number  of  days  with 
freezing  temperatures  averages  more  than  100. 

The  Frost-Free  season  runs  from  about  the  first  of  May  to  the  middle  of  October,  or 
from  150  to  170  days. 

The  average  rainfkll  for  this  section  is  41  inches. 

The  snowfall  averages  about  50  inches  in  the  northern  counties  and  40  inches  in  the 
southern  portion.

FISHERIES 

(Bureau  of  Fisheries,  Department  of  Oommerce.) 

The  fisheries  of  Pennsylvania  may  be  grouped  in  three  districts,  including  the  Dela- 
ware river  and  bay,  Lake  Erie  and  the  Susquehanna  river,  respectively. 

Chief  among  the  products  are  the  oyster,  blue  pike,  and  lake  herring,  which  produce 
34  per  cent,  19  per  cent,  and  18  per  cent,  respectively,  of  the  product  represented  In 
the  aggregate  of  71  per  cent  of  the  total  value;  sea  bass  furnishes  9  per  cent,  while 
shad  and  white  fish  contribute  about  7  per  cent.  each.  Thus,  six  species  are  shown  to 
account  for  94  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  product ;  the  remaining  6  per  cent,  are  divided 
into  twenty-one  different  types. 

Oysters  and  sea  bass  are  taken  from  the  Delaware  river  and  bay;  blue  pike,  lake 
herring  and  white  fish,  from  Lake  Erie;  and  shad,  in  nearly  equal  quantities,  firom  the 
Susquehanna  and  Delaware  rivers.  Oysters  constitute  34  per  cent  of  the  fish,  repre- 
senting 66  per  cent  of  the  total  value. 

The  invested  value  of  boats,  apparatus,  etc.,  totals  $481,060.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 1260  people  engaged  in  the  industry,  with  total  wages  of  about  $199,000.  The 
total  value  of  the  product  is  $513,000,  representing  a  production  of  11,888,000  pounds. 

FORESTRY 

(State  Forestry  Commission.) 

Pennsylvania  produced  in  1917,  565,000,000  feet  of  lumber.  In  1918,  the  production 
of  wood  pulp  in  Pennsylvania  was  19,253  short  tons  sulphite  (unbleached),  with  total 
value  of  $1485,675.  Of  sulphite  bleached,  the  State  produced  74,806  short  tons,  with  a 
total  value  of  $4,719,010. 

There  were  in  1914,  1.654  establishments  engaged  in  the  lumber  and  timber  products 
industry,  with  a  total  of  13,603  employes  and  a  capital  investment  of  $17,434,835,  the 
value  of  products  being  $19,983,752. 

Pennsylvania  has  about  23,000  square  miles  of  forest,  with  a  very  limited  area  of 
virgin  forest  The  State  Forestry  Commission  is  now  installing  and  attempting  to  pre- 
serve some  of  these  latter  forests,  fully  600,000  acres  having  been  set  aside  for  the  purpose.

No  record  other  than  subscriptions  has  been  issued  for  the  First  and  Second  Liberty 
Loans  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania;  subscriptions  for  these  were  $865,798,650.  The 
quota  allotted  for  balance  of  loans  amounted  to  $1,470,574,500,  with  total  subscriptions, 
including  all  loans,  of  $2,709,942,800;  number  of  subscribers,  not  including  first  loan* 
6,547,139. 

MINING 

(United  States  Geological  Survey.) 

The  principal  mining  industry  of  Pennsylvania  is  that  of  hard  and  soft  coal,  the 
State  producing  99,611,811  net  tons  of  anthracite  and  172,448,142  net  tons  of  bituminous 
coal  in  the  year  1917,  the  last  census  report. 

Pennsylvania  has,  in  addition  to  her  coal  mines,  59,780  oil  wells. 

The  total  value  of  all  mineral  and  oil  products  was  $749,069,386. 

During  the  year  of  1918,  Pennsylvania  marketed  515,845  long  tons  of  iron  ore.  In 
the  production  of  pig-iron,  the  1919  figures  show  that  12,276,585  tons  were  produced. 

Other  minerals  Include  sine,  nickel,  lead,  cobalt,  copper,  tin,  chrome,  salt  and  soap- 
stone.  Besides  these,  brick  and  fire-clay,  white  marble,  slate,  and  many  varieties  of 
building  stone  are  found  in  almost  inexhaustible  quantities.

ROADS  AND  HIGHWAYS ' 

(Report  of  Department  of  Agriculture,  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  1918.)

State  highways  are  very  extensive  in  Pennsylvania,  comprising  10,235  miles  within 
the  confines  of  the  State. 

In  1918  the  voters  of  the  State  issued  and  approved  a  bond  issue  of  $50,000,000  for 
road  construction,  of  which  $18,000,000  will  be  used  in  1920. 

There  are  two  miles  of  road  per  square  mile  of  territory. 

Pennsylvania  expended  in  1917,  $11,463,833  of  State  funds. 

SOURCE  OF  REVENUE  FOR  STATE  AND  STATE-AID  ROADS 

The  State  road  system  Is  supported  by  bond  issue  for  both  State  and  county,  but  mast 
not  exceed  7  per  cent,  of  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  all  property  in  the  county  at  the 
last  triennial  valuation. 

TAXATION 

(Report  of  the  Auditor-General  of  Pennsylvania,  1920.) 

There  are  no  State  taxes  in  Pennsylvania,  except  those  paid  by  corporations.  The  tax 
is  settled  by  law  at  the  rate  of  five  mills  on  the  dollar  on  the  value  of  the  capital  stock 
Invested  in  Pennsylvania,  and  a  four  mills  tax  on  all  interest-bearing  evidences,  of  indebt- 
edness held  by  individual  residents  of  the  State,  Public  Utilities  companies,  that  is, 
electric  light,  telephone,  telegraph,  railroad  and  railway  companies,  pay  an  eight  mills 
gross  receipts  tax  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  taxes. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  realty  in  the  State  is  $6,141,384,210.

TRADES  AND  INDUSTRIES 

Pennsylyania  in  1914,  measured  by  value,  represented  11.7  per  cent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured products  of  the  United  States,  with  total  valuation  of  2,832,349,437,  the  average 
number  of  wage-earners  being  924,478,  the  State  ranking  second  in  both  these  items. 

There  were  27,521  establishments,  with  a  total  capital  invested  of  $3,149,411,089,  and 
the  amount  of  money  paid  to  wage-earners  exceeded  $527,952,517.  Officials'  salaries,  clerks, 
et  aL,  was  $144,610,485. 

For  the  five  years  ending  1914,  the  invested  capital  in  Pennsylvania  increased  14.6  per 
cent.;  wage-earners  increased  5.3  per  cent.;  wages,  15.9  per  cent;  value  of  product,  7.8 
per  cent,  and  value  added  through  process  of  manufacture,  9.5  per  cent.  It  is  estimated 
the  1920  figures  will  show  an  increase  over  these  of  fully  30  per  cent. 

One  of  the  lai^est  industries  in  Pennsylvania  is  mining,  leading  all  other  States  in 
this  field.  The  total  products  of  all  mines,  quarries  and  wells  in  Pennsylvania,  according 
to  report  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  was  valued  at  $749,069,386  in  1917. 

During  1914,  Pennsylvania's  production  of  anthracite  and  bituminous  coal  represented 
46i>  per  cent  of  the  quantity  and  50.9  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  total  value  of  such  out- 
put in  the  United  States.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  quantity  in  Colorado  and  New 
York,  the  entire  production  of  anthracite  coal  comes  from  this  State. 

The  value  of  merchandise  imported  through  the  port  of  Philadelphia  in  1919  was 
$153,874,515,  as  against  $96,483,412  in  1914;  merchandise  exported  in  1919  was  $522,391,- 
001,  as  compared  with  $65,182,514  in  1914. 

There  are  three  industries  in  Pennsylvania  with  products  exceeding  $100,000,000  in 
value;  eleven  with  products  between  $50,000,000  and  $100,000,000;  fifteen  with  products 
between  $25,000,000  and  $50,000,000;  twenty-one  with  products  between  $10,000,000  and 
$25,000,000;  twenty  with  products  between  $5,000,000  and  $10,000,000,  and  thirty  with 
products  between  $2,000,000  and  $5,000,000. 

The  five  leading  industries  In  Pennsylvania,  outside  of  mining,  are  steel  works  and 
rolling  mills,  foundry  and  machine  shop,  blast  furnaces,  steam  railroad  repair  shops,  and 
the  manufacture  of  silk  goods,  including  throwsters. 

The  rank  for  each  item  is  practically  the  same,  except  that  blast  furnaces  rank  twen- 
tieth in  wage-earners,  but  thirteenth  in  value  added  by  manufacture.  This  industry  con- 
sfsts  largely  of  plants  connected  with  steel  plants  and  rolling  mills. 
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TRADES  AND  INDUSTRIES— (Continued) 

Steel  works  and  roUlnfi^  mills  and  blast  furnaces  rank,  respectively,  as  flmt  and  third 
among  the  industries  of  the  State.  These  three  allied  Industries  gave  employment  in  1914 
to  an  average  146341  wage-earners,  with  manufactured  products  valued  at  $620,706,381,  or 
15.8  and  12.9  per  cent  of  the  respective  totals  for  all  manufactures  in  tiie  State.  It  is 
conservatively  estimated  that  during  the  year  of  1919  these  figures  will  be  Increased  by 
over  40  per  cent,  but  no  figures  are  available  for  that  year. 

In  the  manufacture  of  men's  clothing,  including  shirts,  and  that  of  women's  clothing 
the  combined  industries  manufactured  products  to  the  value  of  $77,^29,504,  and  fumlahed 
employment  to  38,343  wage-earners. 

The  tobacco  industry,  which  includes  the  manufacture  of  chewing  and  smoking  tobacco, 
snuflf,  cigars  and  cigarettes,  employed  37,370  wage-earners,  with  value  of  products  in 
1914  of  $54,213,000. 

The  total  number  engaged  in  manufactures  was  1,060,562 ;  of  this  number  53,381  were 
proprietors  and  officials,  and  82,703  were  clerks  and  salaried  employes. 

Of  the  main  classes  of  wage-earners,  males  predominate,  but  females  constitute  more 
than  one-fifth  of  the  total  wage-earners  and  of  clerks  and  other  salaried  employes. 

INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENTS 

(Report  of  Department  of  I^abor  and  Industries,  Pennsylvania,  1916.) 

The  total  number  of  accidents  of  all  classes  during  1916  (the  last  report  filed)  was 
255,616;  of  these,  2670  were  fatal;  252,946  non-fatal.  The  ftital  and  non-fatal«  classified 
by  industry,  follows:

The  total  assets  of  the  459  firms  involved  was  $3,984,978.  In  1918  there  were  688 
failures,  with  total  liabilities  of  $16,044,998  and  assets  of  $9,349,448. 

For  the  first  nine  months  of  1920,  there  were  99  Manufacturing  failures,  234  Trading 
and  35  other  Commercial  failures,  with  total  liabilities  of  $9,758,521  and  assets  of 
$4,704,291. 

INDUSTRIAL  REVIEW 

Labor  conditions  were  very  fair  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  last  fiscal  report.  The 
labor  troubles  in  the  coal  districts  in  1920  did  not  seriously  affect  economic  conditions. 

The  United  States  Bureau  of  Labor  reports  303  strikes  in  1918,  as  against  481  in  1917, 
and  566  in  1916.  There  were  7  lockouts  in  1918,  as  against  13  in  1917,  and  8  in  1916.  Of 
the  strikes  reported  for  1918,  74  were  by  coal  miners,  as  compared  with  177  in  1917.

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TRADING  PERIODS 

(Trading  Periods  for  Farmers  in  Pennsylvania,  Classified  by  Months  and  Commodity.) 

The  purchasing  periods,  by  farmers,  is  influenced  by  the  Killing-Frost  season,  which, 
in  Pennsylvania,  varies  in  the  three  divisions  of  the  State,  the  Elastem  and  Western 
division  being  practically  the  same,  the  variation  being  greatest  in  the  Central  division. 

In  the  Eastern  and  Western  divisions  the  purchasing  of  automobiles  and  farm  imple- 
ments Bhow  the  largest  percentage  between  the  first  part  of  April  and  the  latter  part  of 
October,  while  in  the  Central  portion  the  period  is  between  June  and  October. 

Clothing  purchases  in  the  Eastern  and  Western  divisions  are  largest  in  November  and 
December,  and  in  the  Central  division  November,  December  and  January. 

Groceries  remain  practically  at  the  same  ratio  throughout  the  season  and  reach  the 
lowest  ebb  in  January  and  February  in  the  Eastern  and  Western  sections ;  in  the  Central 
section  this  period  of  lowest  ebb  commences  tn  December  and  continues  through  February. 

In  the  ESastern  and  Western  sections  the  purchase  of  musical  instruments  is  highest 
during  the  months  of  October,  November  and  December,  but  in  the  Central  section  It  it 
highest  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year. 

In  the  former  sections  general  stores  do  the  largest  amount  of  their  purchasing  during 
the  last  five  months  of  the  year,  the  smallest  in  January  and  February.  In  the  Central 
section  the  largest  amount  is  during  the  last  six  months  of  the  year,  the  smallest  being 
in  January,  February  and  March. 

Hardware  reaches  its  highest  trading  point  in  the  Eastern  and  Western  sections  dDi> 
ing  June,  July  and  December ;  in  the  Central  section  this  trading  point  extends  into  Jan- 
uary. 

The  highest  general  average  of  trading  for  all  class  of  merchandise  is  during  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year,  in  the  Eastern  and  Western,  and  the  last  four  and  the  first 
months  of  the  year  in  the  Central  division,  December  being  the  largest  in  all  sections.  I>e> 
cember,  January  and  February  show  the  largest  bulk  in  the  Central  section. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Pennsylvania  is  served  by  nine  trunk  lines  and  197  other  railroads. 

The  principal  railroads  in  the  State  are  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  Central  BaUroad  of 
New  Jersey,  the  Delaware  &  Hudson,  Erie,  Lehigh  Valley,  New  York  Central,  New  York, 
Ontario  &  Western,  Pennsylvania  Lines  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading. 

The  railroad  mileage  of  the  State  is  11,681,  or  26.05  to  every  100  square  miles  of 
territory,  and  13.44  to  each  10.000  of  the  population. 

There  are  4,746  miles  of  electric  railways  in  Pennsylvania,  with  8,154  motor  passen- 
ger cars,  24  express  cars,  86  freight  cars  and  1385  other  cars. 

The  above  figures  do  not  include  electric  lines  operated  by  the  steam  railways,  which 
have  a  number  of  their  suburban  service  lines  out  of  the  larger  cities  electrically  equipped.

Erie  is  located  on  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Erie  and  occupies  the  site  of  Port  Presque 
Isle,  an  old  French  p<Hrt. 

It  has  the  best  harbor  on  Lake  Erie,  and  is  the  only  lake  port  in  the  State.  The 
area  of  the  harbor  is  4^  miles  long  and  1%  miles  wide.  It  is  a  Weltered  body  of  water, 
and  is  protected  by  a  breakwater  4  miles  long. 

Erie  lies  about  halfway  between  Buffalo  and  Cley^and.  It  has  a  yery  large  lake 
trade,  consisting  mainly  of  lumber,  petroleum  and  iron  ore. 

Its  water  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the  lake,  is  pumped  through  a  tower  251 
feet  hi^,  said  to  be  the  highest  water  pipe  in  the  world.  The  water-works  are  owned 
by  the  city  and  yalued  at  $4,000,000. 

Erie  is  well  supplied  with  transportation  facilities,  being  seryed  by  flye  large  rail- 
ways, for  a  number  of  which  Erie  is  a  terminal. 

Erie  is  one  of  the  largest  fresh-water  fishing  iK>rts  in  the  world,  most  of  its  fish  being 
bandied  and  shipped  by  large  freezing  and  pacUng  houses  located  on  Presque  Isle  Bay. 

According  to  the  reports  of  the  Erie  Custom-house,  the  ayerage  entrance  and  dlear- 
ance  of  yessels  is  between  two  and  three  thousand  annually. 

In  1916  1,515,637  tons  of  iron  ore  were  brought  into  the  port  and  2,106,897  tons  of 
bituminous  and  anthracite  coal  shipped. 

In  addition  to  this,  there  were  large  shipments  of  grain,  lumber,  pulp  wood  and  other 
merchandise  handled. 

From  an  industrial  standpoint  Erie  ranks  high,  haying  in  1914  360  establishments, 
employing  12,411  wage-earners,  with  a  yalue  of  products  amounting  to  $28,345329 ;  yalue 
added  by  manufacture,  $12,568,625;  inyested  capital,  $35,748,362;  amount  paid  to  wage- 
earners,  $6,646,365. 

During  this  same  period,  in  addition  to  these  figures,  there  were  three  establishments 
deyoted  to  the  production  of  malt  liquors,  giying  employment  to  many  wage-earners  and 
producing  oyer  $1,000,000  worth  of  products. 

The  gas  supply  of  Pennsylyania,  both  domestic  and  for  manufacturing  purposes,  is 
natural  gas,  piped  direct  to  Erie  from  the  gas  fields  of  Pennsylyania. 

The  assessed  yaluation  of  property  in  Erie  is  $91,840,960,  based  on  83  per  cent  of 
tbe  ftiU  yaluation.

Erie  is  served  by  five  railroads,  namely,  the  New  York  Central,  Nickel  Plate,  Penn- 
sylvania, Erie  and  Pittsburgh,  and  Bessemer  &  Lake  Erie  Railroads. 

The  Great  Lakes  Transit  Corporation  handles  the  immense  traffic  between  Erie* 
Detroit,  Duluth  and  Lake  Superior  points,  conveying  iron  ore  and  grain  in  large  quanti- 
ties, bringing  into  the  Port  of  Erie  1,515,637  tons  of  iron  ore  in  1916.  There  was  also 
shipped  from  Erie  in  the  same  year  2,105397  tons  of  bituminous  and  anthracite  coal. 

These  vessels  ply  between  all  the  ports  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

The  records  of  the  Erie  Custom-house  show  that  between  2000  and  3000  vesselfl  enter 
and  clear  from  the  Port  of  Erie  each  year.

Harrisburg  is  situated  107  miles  west  by  north  from  Philadelphia,  in  Dauphin 
County,  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Susquehanna  River. 

It  became  the  capital  of  the  State  in  1812.  The  capitol  building  of  Harrisburg  was 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $13,000,000,  and  is  one  of  the  most  imposing  in  the  United  States. 

The  city  is  well  equipped  in  public  utilities,  having  a  $310,000  filtration  plant,  with 
a  pumping  station  which  pumps  ten  and  a  half  million  gallons  of  water  daily  through 
100  miles  of  pipe  line.  There  are  over  1,000  acres  of  public  parks  and  nearly  100  miles 
of  paved  streets.  It  is  favored  with  an  abundant  water  supply  for  manufacturing  pur- 
];)oaes,  and  is  in  the  center  of  a  region  abounding  in  raw  materials  and  fuel,  both  anthra- 
cite and  bituminous.    It  is  also  adjacent  to  a  large  agricultural  county. 

Harrisburg's  principal  plane  of  recognition  is  its  industrial  advantages.     It  has  216, 
Industrial   establishments,    employing   7,884   wage-earners,   independent   of   proprietors, 
clerks,  ete.    The  net  capital  invested,  according  to  the  United  States  C^isus  Report  for 
1914,  was  $20,317,491,  with  products  valued  at  $18,504,313 ;  value  added  by  manufacture, 
$8,037,259. 

The  principal  industries  are  ircm  and  steel  works  and  rolling  mills.  The  manufacture 
of  steel  and  iron  includes  boilers,  machinery,  nails,  files,  agricultural  implements  and 
engines.  Tobacco  and  the  manufacture  of  cigars  are  important  industries.  There  are 
also  large  manufactures  of  cotton  goods,  brooms,  shoes,  men's  furnishings,  and  woolen 
and  silk  goods. 

Harrisburg  is  served  by  five  main  railroad  lines  and  is  an  important  railroad  center. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  over  300  passenger  trains  passing  through  the  dty  daily, 
and  that  17,000,000  passengers  are  conducted  through  its  stations  annually.  The  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad  Company  has  a  one-milUon-dollar  freight  station  here. 

The  assessed  valuation  of  property  in  Harrisburg  is  $63,065,975,  based  on  60  per 
cent,  of  the  full  valuation.

"City  of  Brotherly  Love." 
Founded  by  William  Penn  in  1683.  Form  of  Goyemment :   Mayoralty.

Philadelphia  is  the  principal  dty  and  main  seaport  of  the  State  of  Pamsylyania. 

It  is  situated  at  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  185  miles  northeast  of  Washing- 
ton, on  the  west  hank  of  the  Delaware  River,  and  88  miles  southwest  of  New  York.  It 
is  in  the  County  of  Philadelphia,  which  is  co-extensive  with  the  dty. 

It  derives  the  nickname  "Brotherly  Love'*  from  the  two  Greek  words  meaning 
*'loved  or  friendly,*'  and  "brother,"  applied  as  "brotherly  love."  The  Indians  gave  Phila- 
delphia the  nickname  of  Coaquannok,  meaning  "grove  of  tall  pine  trees." 

Philadelphia  occupies  a  broad  plain  lying  between  the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware 
rivers.  It  has  a  total  length  of  22  miles  and  width  of  9%  miles.  Its  streets  are  laid 
out  similar  to  a  checkerboard,  whldi  is  one  of  the  characteristics  of  the  Quaker  City. 

The  majority  of  houses  tn  Philadelphia  are  two  and  three-story  structures,  mainly 
of  red  pressed  brick,  and  noted  the  world  over  for  their  white  marble  steps. 

The  port  of  Philadelphia  is  one  of  the  greatest  In  the  world,  and  has  a  thirty-foot 
channel  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 

Philadelphia  was  the  seat  of  the  famous  Centennial  Exposition  of  1876,  which  was 
practically  the  first  World's  Fair  ever  held. 

It  was  in  Independence  Hall,  Philadelphia,  where  the  first  Continental  Congress  met 
on  September  4,  1774,  and  where  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was  formally  signed 
in  1776.  It  was  also  at  Philadelphia  that  the  Federal  Union  was  signed  in  1778,  and  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  framed  in  1787. 

Philadelphia  was  the  Federal  Capital  from  1790  to  1800. 

It  is  a  dty  of  beautiful  parks,  the  dilef  one  of  whldi  is  the  tamooB  Falnnount  Park, 
one  of  the  largest  In  the  world,  covering  an  area  of  three  thousand  three  hundred  and 
forty  acres,  and  extending  along  both  banks  of  the  Sdiuylkill  for  nearly  four  miles  and 
along  the  Wissahickon  for  six  miles.  Within  this  park  is  one  of  the  most  noted  drive- 
ways in  the  world. 

Philadelphia  is  also  famed  for  being  the  home  of  the  Sodety  of  Friends,  or  Quakers, 
who  were  really  the  founders  of  the  dty. 

From  an  industrial  standpoint,  Philadelphia  has  been  termed  ''The  World's  Greatest 
Workshop." 

The  industrial  census  of  the  United  States  gives  the  value  of  manufactured  artides 
for  the  year  1914  as  $770,591,242,  or  27.2  per  cent,  of  the  total  value  of  the  manufactured 
products  of  the  State.  Its  industries  furnished  employment  to  292,496  wage-earners,  or 
27.6  per  cent  of  the  total  for  the  State. 

Its  prindpal  manufactures  are  woolen  goods,  carpets,  textiles,  locomotives,  steel 
ships,  leather,  storage  batteries,  dental  instruments,  talking  machines,  hosiery,  street 
cars,  saws,  and  felt  hats. 

It  holds  second  place  in  the  country  in  the  production  of  worsted  goods,  sugar  and 
molasses,  fertilisers,  foundry  castings,  petroleum  products,  diemlcals,  druggists'  prep- 
arations, and  madiine-shop  products. 

In  the  dty  of  Philadelphia  is  located  the  largest  hat  factory  in  the  world. 

It  is  stated  that  Philaddphla  leads  the  world  in  hardware  and  tools,  one  single  plant 
making  annually  more  than  9,000,000  saws.  It  is  also  stated  by  authorities  that  a  loco- 
motive is  completed  within  the  city  limits  every  two  hours  of  the  working  day. 

In  1919  the  Increase  in  the  volume  of  exports  over  that  of  1918  was  more  than 
ninety-five  million  dollars,  and  the  increase  in  the  value  of  imports  for  1919  over  1918 
was  about  thirty-nine  millions. 

Philaddphla  has  the  honor  of  starting  the  first  printing  press.  In  1686;  also  the 
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public  Bchodl,  in  1689.    The  first  library  In  the  United  States  was  founded  by  Benjamin 
Franklin  in  1731. 

It  was  in  Philadelphia  that  the  first  volunteer  fire  department  was  organised,  also 
the  first  medical  school. 

From  a  financial  standpoint,  it  ranks  as  the  home  of  the  first  banking  instituticii  in 
the  United  States,  the  Bank  of  North  America,  established  in  1781. 

It  was  in  Philadelphia  that  the  first  coins  ever  made  in  the  United  States  were  struck. 

It  is  these  facts  and  many  hundreds  of  others  that  have  made  Philadelphia  tbe 
mecca  of  thousands  and  thousands  of  tourists  who  visit  the  city  daily,  and  it  has  poten- 
tial values  in  advertising  that  do  not  show  in  populaticm  figures. 

Philadelphia  is  well  served  in  transportation  by  three  great  trunk  lines,  with  several 
railway  terminals,  the  principal  of  which  is  the  Broad  Street  Station,  the  terminal  point 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad. 

The  Philadelphia  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  responsible  for  the  statement  that  it  is 
estimated  that  the  1920  figures  will  show  that  the  workman  pay-roll  for  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  is  nearly  $1,000,000  a  day. 

Market  street  is  the  chief  wholesale  business  thoroughfare  of  the  dty,  while  the 
retail  stores  of  the  higher  class  are  located  on  Chestnut  street,  which  is  the  chief  street 
of  Philadelphia,  and  contains  some  of  its  finest  buildings  and  stores. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  sights  of  Philadelphia  is  the  famous  City  Hall.  It  covers 
more  than  four  acres,  and  is  the  largest  exclusively  municipal  building  in  the  world. 
The  height  of  the  tower  and  dome  is  five  hundred  and  thirty-seven  feet,  moonted  by  a 
statue  of  William  Penn.    Already  |20,000,000  have  been  expended  on  it

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RAILROADS  AND  STEAMSHIP  LINES 

Philadelphia  is  served  in  transportation  facilities  by  three  trunk  lines,  namely,  the 
Pennsylvania,  Philadelphia  ft  Reading,  and  the  Baltimore  ft  Ohio  Railroads,  with 
attractive  freight  differentials. 

STEAMSHIPS. 

Philadelphia  is  the  second  largest  port  in  the  United  States  In  point  of  tonnage  and 
harbor  facilities.  It  has  267  docks  located  upon  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  Rivers, 
including  the  water-front  terminals  of  three  trunk-line  railroads. 

Fifty-four  ocean  steamship  lines  operate  out  of  Philadelphia  for  European,  South 
American,  Asiatic  and  African  ports. 

The  three  great  trunk-line  railroads,  as  well  as  a  local  belt  line  (Philadelphia  Belt 
lAne  Railroad)  serve  the  port 

The  latest  survey  made  by  the  Department  of  Docks,  Wharves  and  Ferries  gave  the 
port  a  corrugated  wat^  frontage  of  74%  miles,  and  a  straight  frontage  of  more  than 
85  mUes. 

A  total  of  236  ships  of  different  lengths  can  be  berthed  at  one  time  within  the  space 
available. 

The  principal  marine  terminals  are  those  owned  by  the  city,  consisting  of  eight 
modem  piers,  with  three  more  in  course  of  erection,  and  four  authorized  to  be  con- 
structed; the  wharves  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  15  in  number;  the  steamship 
wharves  of  the  Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railroad,  23  in  all;  three  piers,  the  property  of 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad  Company ;  and  the  oil  works  of  the  Atlantic  Refining 
Company  and  the  Gulf  Refining  Company  on  the  Schuylkill  River,  having  between  them 
about  4800  feet  of  improved  bulkhead  frontage  for  the  accommodation  of  large  ships. 
In  addition  to  these  there  are  two  large  piers  on  the  Delaware  River,  constructed  by  the 
Federal  Government  for  the  use  of  the  U.  S.  Quartermaster  Department  during  the  war, 
each  1500  feet  long  and  of  the  three-deck  type. 

The  Atlantic  BVuit  Company  to  Jamaica  and  Cuba,  the  Earn  Line  to  Havana,  the 
I.  F.  O.  Lines  to  South  America,  and  the  United  BYult  Company's  Line  to  Cuba,  Jamaica 
and  Central  America,  have  scheduled  sailings  out  of  Philadelphia.  These  lines  carry 
both  mail  and  passengers,  as  well  as  freight.

Philadelphia  has  a  very  extensive  suburban  and  rural  trading  area;  that  which 
might  be  called  its  daily  buying  power  extends  in  a  circle  of  practically  75  miles  in 
diameter  and  embraces  a  population  of  two  and  a  half  million.  In  addition  to  this  there 
is  a  large  intermittent  trade  extending  to  a  far  greater  area  and  embracing  practically 
eight  million  people,  but  these  would  not  come  in  the  category  of  daily  buying  power. 

Philadelphia,  like  New  York,  of  course,  is  a  market  center  for  quarterly,  semi- 
annually and  yearly  shoppings.  The  immediate  radius  of  Philadelphia  extends  into  New 
Jersey  to  a  very  great  extent,  embracing  within  its  radius  Trenton  and  the  principal 
cities  twenty-five  miles  east  of  the  Delaware  River.  On  the  other  side  of  Philadelphia 
the  city  draws  trade  from  points  as  far  distant  as  Pottstown,  Pa.;  Wilmington,  DeL, 
and  PottsviUe,  Pa.,  and  includes  in  this  radius  such  cities  as  Norristown,  West  Chester,  etc.

Pittsburgh  iB  the  second  city  of  Pennsylvania  and  one  of  its  leading  industrial  centers. 
It  lies  between  the  Monongaheia  and  the  Allegheny  rivers,  which  Join  here  in  forming 
the  Ohio  River. 

Its  sister  city,  Allegheny,  is  situated  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Allegheny,  and  was 
incorporated  with  Pittsburgh  in  1907,  and  is  now  familiarly  known  as  the  North  Side. 

In  1754  Pittsburgh  was  occupied  by  a  few  English  traders,  who  were  afterwards 
driven  away  by  the  French.  The  latter  built  a  fort  here  which  they  called  Duquesne, 
after  the  Governor  of  Canada.  This  fort  was  retaken  in  1758  by  the  BMglish,  who  built  a 
strong  fortification  and  named  it  in  honor  of  Prime  Minister  Pitt  It  was  incorporated 
as  the  City  of  Pittsburgh  in  1816. 

During  the  year  1872  the  limits  of  the  city  were  extended  across  the  Monongahela, 
and  in  1906  enlarged  to  over  twenty-eight  square  miles. 

Both  the  Ohio  and  Allegheny  rivers  are  navigable,  and  at  their  Junction  form  an 
outlet  to  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  giving  Pittsburgh  commercial  advantages  even  from  its 
earliest  days. 

Nature  has  bestowed  upon  Pittsburgh  untold  wealth.  The  country  surrounding  the 
busy  city  is  underlaid  with  iron,  coal,  petroleum  and  natural  gas. 

It  was  within  twelve  miles  of  Pittsburgh  that  the  famous  Battle  of  Braddock  was 
fought  during  the  Revolution. 

It  is  not  often  remembered  that  in  1845  Pittsburgh  was  completely  destroyed  by  fire. 

It  is  stated  that  the  steel  industry  alone  has  made  two  thousand  millionaires,  while 
coal,  coke,  oil,  with  its  by-products,  and  gas  have  made  many  others. 

Its  bank  clearances  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1919,  were  $6,998,946,000. 

Pittsburgh  is  ranked  as  the  foremost  city  in  the  nation  in  surrounding  population, 
as  it  is  claimed  that  55  per  cent  of  the  cities  in  the  United  States  having  30,000  inhabi- 
tants are  within  a  day's  ride  of  '*The  Smoky  City." 

It  is  estimated  that  the  output  of  finished  steel  in  1918  was  18»000,000  tons,  and  the 
coke  production,  in  the  Pittsburgh  and  Connellsville  districts,  nearly  15,000,000  tons.  The 
natural  gas  production  of  that  year  sold  at  nearly  $50,000,000,  and  the  output  of  the  oil 
fields  at  nearly  $40,000,000. 

According  to  the  United  States  Census  Report  for  1914,  the  latest  available,  Pitts- 
burgh has  1731  industrial  establishments,  employing  82,433  wage-earners,  with  a  total 
capital  invested  of  $286,670,685;  value  of  products  amounting  to  $241,493,755;  value 
added  by  manufacture,  $93,345,736;  amount  paid  to  wage-earners,  $44,357,966. 

In  addition,  there  are  locomotive  car  works,  paper  mills,  salt  and  chemical  works, 
electrical  plants  and  various  by-products  of  the  steel  mills. 

It  is  stated  that  the  railway  tonnage  of  Pittsburgh  exceeds  that  of  any  other  city  in 
the  world,  and  the  river  tonnage  is  exceeded  only  by  that  of  Detroit 

There  Is  located  here  the  famous  Carnegie  Institute  of  Technology,  built  by  Andrew 
Carnegie,  with  an  endowment  of  $10,000,000,  which  is  considered  one  of  the  finest  institu- 
tions of  the  kind  in  the  world.  It  is  also  the  site  of  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  as  well 
as  numerous  other  institutions  of  learning. 

Pittsburgh  is  surrounded  by  hills  which  are  easily  accessible,  and  it  is  upon  these 
hills  and  surrounding  territory  that  the  residential  portion  of  the  city  is  built 
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Allegheny,  Incorporated  with  Pittsburgh  In  1907,  Is  connected  with  the  main  city  by 
nmnerons  bridges  and  electric  lines.  It  1b  the  seat  of  the  Allegheny  Astronomical  Obeerra- 
tory  and  three  theological  seminaries.    It  has  many  beautiful  residences. 

Its  manufacturing  interests  line  the  waterfront  for  many  miles,  and  include  rolling 
mills,  machine  shops,  foundries,  locomotive  works,  and  the  manufacture  of  railroad  equip- 
ment and  structural  iron  works.  From  Allegheny  vast  quantities  of  coal  are  shipped 
down  the  Ohio  River. 

Like  its  sister  city,  it  has  suffered  severely  from  fires,  as  in  1874  a  disastrous  confla- 
gration occurred.
